THE RUSSIAN- CHJ NESE CRISIS 
“OLD IRONSIDES" ESCAPES 
It was on Ju ly 18, 1812, that the 
United States 44-gun frigate, The 
Constitution, lovingly called 
"Old 
Ironsides” and preserved today as 
the moat prized relic of the U. S. 
navy, 
escaped 
from 
the 
British 
fleet after a three days’ chase off 
the New Jersey coast. 
From this escape, which seemed 
an impossibility at the time, "Old 
Ironsides" went on to naval his­ 
tory. 
It was shortly after evading the 
British squadron that the Constl- 
tution-Guerriere 
engagement ^todfc 
place off Cape Race. 
And in suc­ 
ceeding naval battles she defeated 
the Ja va , Picton, 
Cyane, 
Levant 
and other British vessels. 
It was mainly through $ he na* 
tion-wide interest attached to her 
victories that talk of secession at 
the time died down.
